“Gents: I have sold a good many of the 
books entitled ‘Crumbs Swept Up,’ ‘ Around 
the Tea-table,’ etc., etc., by Talmage. I un- 
derstand you publish his ‘ Abominations of 
Modern Society.’ I could sell a good many if 
you would make the discount right. You may 
send me at 60 per cent off, same asl buy the 
others for, a dozen copies to start with.” 


To which this was the answer: 


“When publishers become sick of a book 
they sell at 60 per cent off. As we publish 
books to make something out of the business 
we offer no retailer the temptation of such a 
huge profit as 60 percent. It is simply saying 
to him, ‘now put the book on your list a¢ one- 
third off from publisher's price.’ This is busi- 
ness, doubtless, for you, but it is merely 
murder for the publisher. Our terms fo 
such an order as you make are 30 per cent off.

THE **‘ REVOLUTION.” 


DEAR Epiror—Something more than eigh- 
teen months ago our quiet community was set in 
commotion, by the startling announcement that 
Chambers’s Cyclopedia, revised, enlarged and 
Americanized, by the addition of several thou- 
sand new articles on subjects pertaining to this 
country and ata price wnx/hought of amony the 
professional book butchers. Furthermore, per- 
sons subscribing and paying for the whole work in 
advance, received for a limited time an immense 
reduction from the said unheard of price; atthe 
expiration of said time the price should be ad- 
vanced at a regular monthly rate. I could not 
resist the inducement to secure a few subscribers 
and encourage so great a benefactor of the race. 
The work was positively to be completed in a 
very short time (about four months | think); and 
although the first volumes which were advertised 
as ready for delivery at the time did not reach 
us for a number of weeks, we accepted the ex 
cuses made, as the further volumes would be 
received at regular intervals. We received about 
four volumes more or less regularly, when there 
was a pause. 

We wrote to headquarters, and although we 
repeatedly asked when we might expect another 
volume, we could get no reply. One of the sub 
scribers being in New York called at the office, 


| and was told there had been a delay on account 


of the overwhelming increase in business but 
soon everything would move in regular order. 
Six weeks passed and volume 6 came, where 
was volume 5? More correspondence ; seven 
weeks brought volume 6; where is 5? Eight 
weeks, volumes 5 and 7 received, short thirteen 
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copies of number required; correspondence; iwo 
months more brought the copies short on last 
invoice, henceforth they are coming promptly 


on time. Volumes 8 and g received in (over) 
due time. In June the balance will be sent all 
atonce. July 1, circulars received informiny us 


that the whole work is now being delivered as 
rapidly as possible, also stating any one sending 
ten dollars (the price given by the earliest sub- 
scribers) would have the whole work delivered 
at once. Some of the neighbors who could not 
be induced to subscribe in advance send their 
money and received the complete work in two 
weeks.

AUG. 20 TO SEPT. 20, 1881. 
From the,October Postal Guide. 


603. The opinion of the Assistant Attorney- 
General, printed on page 37, “‘ Postal 
Guide,” August, 1880, modified thereafter all 
rulings of the Department under it. ‘ Valen- 
tines ” and fancy lithographed cards, even in 
quantities, are third-class matter. It 
therein stated that ‘‘bill-heads” and ‘letter- 
heads” are not to be classed with printed mat- 
ter, but as “merchandise.” This is on the 
ground that the paper is not incidental to the 
main object, which, if the matter were third 
class, would be the reproduction of the letters, 
characters, etc. So of printed envelopes, which 
are fourth class. Of course, when upon the ad- 
vice of the Assistant Attorney-General for the
